Ashton-itndee-Xitse, or, as it appears 
chronicles, “ Ashton-sub-Lima,” is a market town 
on the north bank of the Tame, Ijancashire, about 
six or seven miles from Manchester.

Each gnat, or atom, dances up and down, at a cer¬ 
tain distance from each other gnat, -within a given 
limited space. _ The x>ath of the dance is not a 
mere straight line, but a vertical oval—a true orbit.

He hal^ spoken 
of the vibration of the molecnles of a solid as caus¬ 
ing its expansion ; but he remarks that, by some, 
the molecules have been thought to revolve round 
each other; and the communication of heat, by 
augmenting their centrifugal force, was supposed 
to push them more -widely asunder.

It tends to fly away; the spring stretches to 
a certain extent; and as the speed of revolution is 
augmented, the spring stretches still more, the dis¬ 
tance between his hand and the weight b^g thus 
increased. The spring rudely figures the force of 
cohesion, while the bfil represents an atom under 
the influence of heat.

Wonderful as it must ap¬ 
pear, the length of the waves both of sound and 
l^ht, and the number of .shocks which theyre^^- 
tively impart to the ear and eye, have been stnctiy 
determined. The number of waves of red li#t 
which enierthe eye in a single second is 474,439,680,- 
000,000. To produce the impression of red if 
brain, the retina must be hit at this almost inc: 
ble rate. To produce the impression of violet, a 
still greater number of impulses is necessary, 
amounting to six hundred and ninety-nine milhons 
of mi llions per second.

Be it remarked that bodies are true planets, and 
not projectiles shot out from mountains in the 
moon, as has been conjectured. A projectile com¬ 
ing from the moon would reach the eai’th -with a 
veloeily of about seven miles per second. But the 
mtot sluggi^ bolide travels at the rate of nearly 
nineteen miles per second, fast-goers doing their 
six-and-thirty nules M the same short space of 
time. None of the inferior planets travel so 
rapidly as that. Mercuiy, the swiftest of them all, 
gets over only thirty miles per second. Mr. 1^- 
dall states that this enormous speed is certainly 
competent to produce the effects ascribed to it. 

’TOen a bolide, then, glances sufficiently close to 
_ar earth to pass through onr atmosphere, the 
resulting friction makes its surface red hot, and so 
renders it visible to ns. The sudden rise of tem¬ 
perature modifies its structure. The unequal ex¬ 
pansion causes it to explode -with a report wMeh is 
audible. If the entire mass does not brnst, it at 
least thro-ws off splinters and fragments. The effect 
is the same as that produced by pouring boiling 
water upon glass. The fragmente, f allin g to the 
ground, are aerolites. It is needless here to cite 
instances of their falling. They are of universal 
notoriety. AeroUtes have no new substance to offer 
ns. If the earth, therefore, he made up of atoms, 
we may conclude that the uMverse is made up of 


In imagining the ultimate composition of a solid 
body, we have to reconcile two apparently contra¬ 
dictory conditions. It is an assemblage of atoms 
which does not touch each other—for we are 
obliged to admit intermoleoular ^aces—and yet 
those atoms are held together in clusters by so 
strong a force of cohesion as to give to the whefle 
the qntoies of a solid. This would be the case 
even -with a sqUd unde^oing no change of size or 
internal constitution, iBut solids do change under 
pressure, impact,^heat, and eold. Their constitu¬ 
ent atoms ar^ consequently not at rest. Mr. Grove 
tells Hs: “Of absolute rest. Nature gives ns no 
evidence. AU matter, as far as we .can ascertain is 
ever in movement, not merely in masses, as -vrith 
the planetaiy spheres, but also moleonlarly. or 
throngkont its most intimate stmeture. Tbns 
every alteration of temperature produces a moleen- 
lai’ change throughout the whole substance heated 
or cooled. Slow chemical or electrical actions, 
actions of light or invisible radiant forces, are 
always at play; so that, as a foot, we ctonot predi¬ 
cate of any portion of matter, that it is absolutely 


astonndmg spectacle !—every one of 
those tittle molecnlar stars would be found revolving 
with giddy rapidity, M more or less eMngated ovals, 
exactly like me great stars of heaven ; while by 
increasing the power of our instrumenl^ we should

of the constitution of matter is aptly described by 
M. de Parville as molecnlar astronomy, -without onr 
suspecting it, is dependent on mineralogy; and 
that whenever we shall have discovered the laws 
wMch govern the groupings and the novements of 
the infinitely small, astronomers will have only to 
follow in our track. But who, a hqndred years 
ago, could dare to imagine that the infinitely small 
was so infinitely great ? What is now heUeved to 
be the nearest guess at the truth, appeart, at first 
sight, to be the dream of a ma^an. 

Those who love to mdulge in paradox low state 
that their theory is very sunple. For liem, the 
solar system is a solid particle, homogenems. The 
planets composMg it are molecules wMchrirtaally 
crowd each other, touch, and adhere. Tie space 
between them is no more than the intenal wMch 
separates the atoms of the eompactest meta—silver, 
iron, or platina ! Dritanee, &erefore, it i argued, 
is an empty word; distance, in fact, does iot exist. 
Nevertheless, a man may con-viuce hinuelf that 
distance, for Mm, is not an empty word, bjjumpmg 
out of a first-floor -window. 

The wonder is that these molecnlar m*tions, so 
rapid as to escape human obseiyation, are yet able 
to impress human senses, to give us paii or plea¬ 
sure, to help us to live or to cause us to de. And 
nnseizable as atoms are, they can, nevertieless, be 
counted and weighed. Chemists have ditermined 
the relative weights of the atoms of different sub¬ 
stances. CaUMg the weight of a hydrogen atom 
one, the weight of an oxygen atom is sixteen. 
Hence, to make up a pound weight of lydrogen, 
sixteen times the number of atoms contdned to a

At last, after what seemed an hour, and I sup¬ 
pose -was about fifteen minutes, since we left the 
sunshine, we stood in Ciheops’burial-vault, the cen¬ 
tre chamber of tbe Great Pyramid. As my readers 
know, it is a small oblong chamber, of course whoUy 
without light or ventilation, with plain stone floor, 
wallB, tod roof, and with the huge stone sarco¬ 
phagus (wMch once held the mummy of Cheops, 
bnt is now perfectly empty) standing at one end. 
The interest of the spot would alone have repaid a 
joumey from England ; but I was left small time to 
enjoy it. Suddenly I was startled to observe that 
my guides had stopped theii- song and changed 
their obsequious voices, and were all flrve standing 
bolt upright against tbe walls of the vault. 

“It is the custom,” said one of them, “for who¬ 
ever comes here to give -us backshish.” 

I reflected in a moment that they had seen me 
foolishly transfer my purse from the pocket of my 
riding-skirt to the walking-dress I wore under it, 
tod wMch I had alone retained on entering the 
Pyramid. 

“ WeU,” I said, as cooUyas Iwas able, “I intend, 
of eonrse, to give you ‘backsMsb ’ for your trouble, 
tod if you choose to be paid here instead of at the 
door, it is aU the same to me. I shall Mve three 
shillings English (a favorite com in Cairo), as I said 
I only wanted three men. 

“ Three shUtings are not enough. We want back- 
sMsh! ” 

“ There they arc. They are quite enough. ” 

“Not enough ! We want backshish ! ”' 

I must here confess that things looked rather 
black. The Fellahs stood Uke so many statues of 
Osiris (even at the moment I could not help tMnk- 
ing of it), -with their backs against the wall and 
their arms crossed on their breasts, as if they held 
ih.e flagellum and crute ansata. Their leader spoke 
in a calm, dogged sort of way, to which they all 
responded like echoes. 

“WeU,” I said, “as there are five of yon, and I 
am rather heavy, I wUl give you one shUting more.

To return to my expedition to the Pyramids. 
Very soon the English party were out of sight, and 
riowly and wearily I was led a zigzag course 
tMongh fields of young growing com, and palm- 
groves, and past the poor mud villages of the Fel- 
lah-AMbs. Mud, indeed, occupies in Egypt an 
amazing prommence in every -view. Mud hovels, 
mud Adds, where the rank vegetation is only be- 
gianing to spring through the deposit of the inun¬ 
dation, mud-dams across a thousand channels and 
ditches, and finally the vast yellow mud-banks of 
the mighiy Nile. If man wei-e first created in 
Egypt, it is small marvel that his bodily force should 
be a “muddy vesture of decay.” Li the course of 
my pilgrimage on this particular day my donkey- 
boy cleverly guided me into a sort of peninsula 
of mud, out of wMch there was no -exit (diort of 
returning on our steps) save by crossing a stream 
of some three or four feet deep. As nsnal in Egypt, 
two or three brown Arabs arose immediately when 
wanted, from the break of rushes, and volunteered 
to carry me across on their shoulders, their black- 
shish, of course, being divided with tiie ingenious 
youth who had brought me into the trap. What 
it costs to the olfactory organs to be carried by 
Fpffah-Arabs, language altogether fails to describe. 

At last the troubles of the way were over; the 
sands of the Desert were reached, tod the stupen¬ 
dous cluster of edifices, the three Pyramids of 
Ghizeh, the Sphinx, tiie Cyclopean Temple, and 
the splendid tombs, were before me and around. 
For miles off, in the clear air of Egypt, where there 
is literally no aerial p^pective, I had been able to 
distinguish the ranges of stones wMoh constitute 
the exterior of all the Pyramids, save the small 
portions of the second and third still covered with 
their or^mal coating. It was hardly, as Longfel¬ 
low says: 

“ The mighty pvramids of stone. 

That wedge-like cleave the desert airs, 

■When nearer seen and better known 
Are but gigantic flights of stairs.” 

Almost as soon as they come -within the luqge of 
■vision they are seen -with their serrated edges and 
the horizontal lines of the deep steps, marked 
sharply -with tlie intense sl^ows of the South. 

Of all these ruins of GMzeh—these earliest and 
mightiest of the records of onr race—the one by 
far the most affecting and impressive, is assuredly 
the Sphinx. A human face, nay, an intensely hu¬ 
man face, a portrait full of individuality even in its 
solemM^ and colossal grandeur,—gazes at ns -with 
the stony eyes before which have passed Hebrew 
prophet tod Greek philosopher, and Roman con¬ 
queror, tod Arab khaW. Had Napoleon the Great 
told Ms troops that sixty centuries looked on them 
through the Sphinx’s eyes, he would have used 


nnmeanmg metaphor. Even the very ruin and 


di^ace of the mighty countenance seems to 
render it more affeotmg. Half immeasurably sub¬ 
lime, haff pitiful, nay, grotesque, in ite desolation, 
it stands, -with its brows calmly upturned to heaven 
tod a somewhat one might almost deem a rudd-y 
flush upon ite cheek, bnt with every feature worn 
and marred sMce it has stood there, a stony St 
Sebastian, bearing through the ^es the shafts and 
insnlte of sun and storm. 

I must not pause to muse over the Sphinx, nor 
yet to describe the gradual revelation which comes 
to the traveUer of the enormous magnitude of the 
Pyramid, as he slowly wades at its foot through the 
heavy sand, and perceives when he has walked 
tirriee as far as it seemed he need have done, he has 
but reached the half of the base. |
